Canberra City today extends a very warm welcome to our 
visitors from Melbourne, Fitzroy United, both players 
and officials alike. 


Our visitors come as the leading Victorian side in the 
Philips Soccer League of Australia and have the current 
form to make today's match an absorbing struggle. 


Canberra City actually is only playing the seventh 
official match in the Club's history and therefore has 
to make up for experience with enthusiasm and there is 
no shortage of that. The team came from behind twice 
to earn a draw against Sydney Olympic last week and we 
look forward to a continuation of that form. 


Fitzroy United was formed 18 years ago by a small group 
of Greek Migrants. It was then called Alexander the 
Great, the fore-runner of today's Fitzroy United Alexander. 


Although it was a struggle in the early days, the Club 
gained rapid promotion through the Divisions of the League 
and in 1964 it was promoted to the State League. 


The Club see-sawed between First Division and State 
League from 1964 to 1969 but despite this difficult 
period the Club steadily continued to grow and prosper. 


The difficulties experienced during these years did not 
deter the Club and in 1969 it bounced right back into 
State League status and finally stabilised itself in the 
top Division. 


The Committee decided to recruit Players from overseas 
in 1973. The year saw the team finishing in sixth pos- 
ition and playing in the Final of the Dockerty Cup. In 
the same year, Vince Bannon won the Best and Fairest 
Rothman's Gold Medal Award. 


The Team started brilliantly in 1974, challenging the 
Championship until the last few games which forced the 
Club to settle for fourth position. In this year, the 
Club was semi-finalists in the Dockerty Cup, semi-finalist 
in the Ampol Cup and played in the Final of the State 
League Cup. Pat Bannon followed his brother's footsteps 
and won the Best and Fairest Rothman's Gold Medal and a 
Chrysler Motor Car as the top player during the televised 
series by GTV 9 of the Championship games. 


The Team started the 1976 Season without two of its top 
Players, Frank Donachie and Sam Cook and was able to reach 
the Dockerty Cup Quarter-Finals and also finish in fifth 
position in the Premiership Ladder. We wish both teams 
he best of luck.

Requirements of a Referee 


- by Mr. L.A. Wilson 


Taking into consideration a1] the facts, it must be admitted 
that every referee is capable of mistakes and has something 
to learn about the job of refereeing. Some are good, but 
none is perfect. Therefore, referees have ample room to 
broaden their knowledge. 


Seriously now, how many actually know what their duties are 
as referees? Is it the duty of a referee to correct the 
players when they err, or should they leave it to the captain? 


There is one thing that is needed in the world to-day more than 
anything else, and it is the need for men to completely under- 
stand what they are doing, why they are doing it, and what 
they are supposed to do when they get to their destination. 
This is particularly true in refereeing. 


When men understand their jobs, they usually are happy and 
most always successfully perform their duties. Referees 
do not have to be mind readers exactly. Neither do they 
have to be supermen to the last degree. They do, however, 
have to be men who in some way know how to give and take, 
and be able to study human nature pretty well, if they are 
to get along and be successfully good to any degree as 
referees. 


There are many things involved in the make-up of a referee 
if he is to become a top-flight man. There are five major 
requirements for a near perfect job of refereeing. 


1. Mental Attitude: Under all types of pressure is the all 
important thing. The individual who masters all situations 
and maintains a perfect attitude of understanding and co- 
operation, no matter what happens, is the fellow who is 
sure to succeed. The man who does not do this, to a reason- 
able degree, will surely find it difficult to impress the 
players and spectators with his work. 


Mentally he should always strive to maintain the proper 
attitude towards the game and its participants. He should be 
master of himself in the art of self-control, no matter how 
trying the situation before him. 


In conduct he should set an outstanding example in good 
sportsmanship, and be master of every situation. Idle tongue- 
wagging should not be part of his operation. 


To employ an improper attitude both on and off the field is 
of vast importance to the referee. One's conduct may become 
a valuable asset, or an unshaken burdensome liability, which 
eventually will become unbearable. In treating this problem 
it is suggested that referees refrain from-any "chest out" 
tactics in the carrying out of their duties. 


When fire breaks out during the course of play, it cannot 
be extinguished by the use of a temper of fire. Cool, calm 
and well guided action is necessary, and it should be 
administered with as little delay as possible. 


The proper mental attitude in handling play situations call 

for the use of good judgment, which naturally places a 

limit ‘on the tongue, as in many situations, referees speak 

when they should be listening, and therefore fail to recognise 
the merit of the complaint. Almost anyone can make a complaint, 
but it takes an individual with good listening powers, and 

the know-how of using good judgement to make quick and final 
disposition of it. 


2. Self Control: This is interlocked with the requirement of 
mental attitude, as the two work hand in hand for success. 


Here is a little help for the beginner or inexperienced for 
he is the main concern as he begins. As he enters the playing 
field he is apt to be confronted with many problems not common 
to the more experienced men. Spectators, players and officials 
will try his patience on many occasions, just to find out if 
he really has what it takes to become a good referee. He must 
have the courage and self-control to overcome all trying sit- 
uations when he is called upon to make quick decisions on 
plays, and be a good judge of human nature and the reactions 
of various individuals he must deal with. He has to be on 
his toes at all times and in position to see ‘every move. He 
should, by earnest effort, prove that he is the master of the 
game by displaying the previously mentioned assets in his 
actions as he officiates. 


Nothing a referee can have is more valuable than complete self- 
control, for in the practice of this he will save himself many 
hardships. Past experience has proven, over and over again, 
that the referees who have perfect control of themselves 
invariably use good judgement in making decisions, and there- 
fore are much more successful than the fellows who lose control 
and their tempers when the going gets tough; and it does get 
tough at times. 


Now a word for referees who have had some experience but seem 
to have trouble with self-control. This requirement will 
eliminate a multitude of sins in refereeing. The fellow who 
does not practice self-control operates something like this:- 
When in a tight spot, he goes into a lengthy detail in an 
effort to put over his point, and slows up the game, and 
usually says too much and the wrong thing. Then, after a 
decision has been made and the game ended, he makes a practice 
of discussing situations after leaving the field with players, 
spectators and officials, and even does so the next day on 
the street or at work. 


The old saying is true that you learn more by listening than 
by talking. This is correct in many ways but it does not 
mean that a captain is out of order when he asks questions. 
A referee, however, needs to know when to listen and when to 
speak. This is a roundabout way of saying, that a referee 


must learn to practice self-control and how to use good 
judgement.
